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THE DAY IN CONGRESS. 


Passage of the Wilkins Reso- 
lution. 


TOUSE THE SURFLUSIN BUYIN G BONDS 


Blessrs. Weaver and Hatch Exchange Ho 
Words—An Pacitiug Scene—Other 
Gossip from the Capitol. 


Wasnrncton, April 16.—{Special.]—Repre- 
gentative Phelan, of Tennessee, today intro- 
duced a resolution to the following effect: 

Whereas, The archives ofthe confederate govern- 
ment are now in the possession of the United States 
government, and are of great bistoric value, and 
are worthy of being preserved in a permanent form, 
and are necessary toa comprehensive understand- 
ing of the workings of the socalled confederate gov- 
ernment; therefore 

Resolved, That the secretary of war, the secrctary 
of the treasury, the secretary of the interior, the - 
secretary of the navy and the attorney-general of 
the United States, be requested to furnish to con- 
gress a list of documents, written and printed, bear- 
ing upon the civil history of the confecerates now 
in the department of each; also, an account of the 
present condition thereof. ‘ 

The discussion over the Wilkins resolution, 
authorizing the secretary of the treasury to 
purchase bonds with the surplus, created some 
yery heated discussion in the house this after- 
noon before it was passed, as to-day was set 
apart for committees to move a suspension of 
the rules for the passage of bills. Mr. Weaver 
objected to the reSolution and characterized it 
asa trick ~!~yed upon the house. He was very 
bitter ir his denunciation of the ‘‘trick,’’ and 


_ brought Mr. Hatch to his feet, who stateddlat 


he didn’t understand how the gentleman from 
Towa could term it a ‘“‘trick’’ when he had 
been consulted on the resolution. 

Mr. Weaver flushed with indignation at this 
retort, and replied in stentorian tones that he 
had not been approached on the subject, and 
rushed down to Mr. Hatch’s seat as if to strike 
him. The members quickly crowded around, 
expecting the antagonists to come to blows 
every instant. but the speaker, with consider- 
able effort, succeeded in getting order, and the 
matter quieted down. It is said that the Wil- 
kins resolution was putin and passed today 
by those favoring the Mills surplus Dill, in 
order to prevent consideration of the Beck 
amendment added in the senate. The im- 
pression now prevails that the ways and 
means committee will smother the bill as re- 
turned from the senate with the Beck amend- 
ment. 

When Mr. Blanchard asked consideration 
of the river and harbor bill under suspension 
ofthe rules today, Mr. Sowden, of Pennsyl- 
vania attempted to filibuster, but made a sig- 
nal failure. However, after fifteen minutes 
debate on either side, when a vote was taken, 
Mr. Blanchard’s motion failed to receive a 
two-thirds majority, and consideration was 
thereby defeated Some say it means a defeat 
of the bill, as Mr. Blanchard will hardly get 
another opportunity to call it up this session 
on account of the expected mighty tariff dis- 
cussion, HTiowever, as so many members of 
districts are directly interested, they will un- 
doubtedly find anether opportnnity to put the 
bill upon its passage. 

As to the Georgia delegation, all voted for a 
suspension of the rules except Messrs. Candler, 
Stewart and Blount. The two former gives 
as their reasons for opposing, that they do not 
believe in passing a bill involving 
nearly twenty million dollars on thirty ‘min- 
utes discussion, with no opportanity for 
amendments. Mr. Blount, before the vote 
was taken, it is said, made a canvass in favor 
of a consideration, but changed his views and 
voted against it on the second roll. Some have 
been unkind enough to make charges that he 
did this to yet on the popular side. The bill 
is considered by many as purely and simply a 
log-rolling scheme gotten up for the benefit of 
the districts of members of the committee. It is 
certain that a very large majority of the ap- 
propriations are given to the districts and 
states represented on the committee. For in- 
stance, out of thirty-eight states and eight ter- 
ritories, the five states of Louisiana, Texas, 
Oregon, Michigan and New York get more 
than one-half of the total amount provided for 
in the bill. The New York city and Brooklyn 
democratic representatives are opposed to the 
bill because three-fourths of the amount 
given to that state goes to 
northern New York, a _ large portion 
into the district of Mr. Nutting, who is a mem- 
ber of the committee. New York harbor prac- 
tically gets nothing—I believe, about &500,000 
—being very little forthe greatest harbor in 
the United States, which needs improving. 
Even Galveston gets nearly twice as much as 
New York. Georgia not having a member on 
that able committee, is, of course, not properly 
provided for. The whole fact of the business 
is that the members of the river and harbor 
committee are charged with fixing the bill up 
to suit themselves, and expected to get it 
through the house without giving members 
from states not represented on the committee 
the opportunity to offer amendments. But in 
this they sadly failed, and now, when the bill 
does come up for consideration, this charge, 
which has been made publicly on the 
floor of the house, will’ be investigated 
and opportunity had of modifying the 
bit and distribuing the money throughout all 
the states according to their needs. 

THE VACANT CHIEF JUSTICESHIP. 

Senator Gray in the past few days seems to 
have taken the place of Speaker Carlisle as 
the favorite forthe vacant chief-justiceship. 
Almost every senator‘ favors him and much 
pressure has been brought to bear upon’ the 
president to appoint him. So. far as can be 
learned the president has not expressed him- 
self in favor of any one, and although Senator 
Gray today seems to be the most favored one, 
1t is difficult yet to even speculate with any 
dogree of certainty. :

Upon the conelusion of: Mr. Farwell’s re- 
marks, a ranning debate : p -n questions raised 
by him, participated im by Messrs. Stewart 
and Reagan, took place. 

Aft 2 o’clock the Dakota bill came up, and 
Mr. Spooner took the tloor in support of it. 
He spoke of Dakota as the ‘wonderland of 
the continent,’’ and of opposition to the bill 
as “‘unjust partisanship.”’ In area, popula- 
tion, intelligence, morality, and all qualities 
that make up a state, the right of South Da- 
kota to statehood could not be questioned. He 
could invite comparison between South Da- 
kota and South C®olina, in detriment to the 
latter and to several southern states, And 
yet, he said, every senator from the southern 
states stood athwart the pathway of South Da- 
kota. 

Mr. Vest obtained the fioor in opposition to 
the bill. 

Mr. Vlatt suggested an understanding to 
have the vote on the bill taken tomorrow. 

Mr. Butler said he could not agree to it. 

The bill went over till tomorrow, 

The bill appropriating $25,000 for the estab- 
lisment of a light, or lights, and other aides to 
navigation to guide into Charlotte harbor, 
Florida, was passed.

THE SENSE OF THE HOUSE. 


That the Secretary of the Treasury May 
Purchase Bonds With the Surplus. 


Wasuinaton, April 16.—Under call of states 
the following bills and resolutions were intro- 
duced in the house and referred: 

By Mr. Herbert, of Alabama, providing that 
daily sessions.of the house shall begin at 11 
o’clock. 

By Mr. Cobb, of Alabama, to protect the 
rights of Indians. 

By Mr. Breckinridge. of Kenutacky, Ja reso- 
tion declaring it the sense of the house that 
the secretary of the treasury has power to use 
the surplus at any time in the treasury for the 
purchase of bonds-of the United States, and 
that so much of the surplus as may, from time 
to time, accumulate in the treasury ought to 
be so used. 

By Mr. Phelan, of Tennessee, a resolution 
calling on the heads of departments for a list 
of confedcrate documents in their sespective 
departments. 

The call of states having been completed, 
the speaker stated the unfinished business to 
be the motion to suspend the rules and pass 
the bill extending for one year the time for 
the completion of the bridge across Staten 
Island sound (to give the Baltimore and Ohio 
railroad direct connection with New York 
harbor), 

After a long speech in opposition to the bill 
by Mr. Phelps, of New Jersey, and a short one 
in favor of it by Mr.,Crisp, the motion to sus- 
pend the rules and pass the bill was agreed to 
—116 to 31. 

Under instructions from his committee, Mr. 
Blanchard moved to suspend the rules and 
put the river and harbor bill upon its pas- 
sage. 

The reading of the bill consumed nearly an 
hour and a half. 

Mr. Anderson, of Kansas, demanded a sec- 
ond, and the motion was seconded —128 to 45, 

A motion tosuspend the rules and pass the 
bill was lost—yeas 1/4, nays 102, not the neces- 
sary two-thirds in the affimative. 

The next committee called was the commit- 
tee on merchant marine and fisheries. 

Mr. Dunn, chairman, waived the rightof the 
committee and yielded the floor to Mr. Wilkins 
of Ohio, who moved to suspend the rules 
and adopt the following resohition: 

Liesolved by the house of representatives, That it 
is the sense of this honse that section 2 of the act 
‘making appropriations fcr the sundry civil ex- 
penses of the government for the year ending June 
30, 1852, and for other purposes,”’ appr vel. Mareh 
3d, 158], whieh isas follows: ‘hat the secretary of 
treasiiry may, at any time, apply surplus money in 
the treasury not otherwise appropnated, or 69 much 
thereof as he may consider proper, tothe purchase 
or redemption of United States bonds; provided that 
the bouds so purchased or redeemed shall constitute 
no part of the sinking fund, but shall be redeemed 
and cancelled,’ was intended to be @ permanent 
ant orag of law, and the same is hereby declared to 

lve Dun, sinee its enactment and to be now, in 
the opinio: O° the house in full force and effect, 

Mr. Wilk.nson explained that the sole ob- 
ject of the resolution was that the house should 
declare its interpretation of the law, there be- 
ing some doubt inthe mind of the president 
upon this subject. 

Mr. Wilkins’s resolution was adopted-—138 to 
64. Itis practically identical with Mr. Spoon- 
er’s substitute for the house bil] authorizing 
the sécrotary of the treasnry to purchase bonds 
with the surplus. Mr. Wilkins’s explanation 
of its object, corresponds with that given by 
Mr. Spooner when he offered his substitute. 

Messrs. Weaver, Bland and other silverj{men, 
opposed the Wilkins resolution, because it 
meant the death and burial of Mr. Beck’s sil- 
ver coinage amendment to Mr. Spooner’s sub- 
stitute. 

The Spooner-Beck bill is now before the 
Ways and means committee, and Mr. Weaver 
held that it would have been justas easy, if 
the house had so desired, to call that bill up 
atid take a vote upon the Beck clauge as it had 
been to take a vote upon this declaratory reso- 
Intion alone. 

Mr. Brumm argued that the resolution had 
been improved by being brought before the 
house. 

Mr. MeMillan, on behalf of the ways and 
means committee, said that owing to the recent 
deadlock in the house that the committee had 
not been able to bold a meeting since the bill 
came back from the senate. Speaker Carlisle 
explained that today had been set apart for 
motions to susp»nd the ru’es, preference bei g 
given to comittees, and that while the intrv- 
duction of this resolution by an individual ‘was 
a departure from the establishétl] custom, it 
was not in terms prohibited, 

The house adjourned.

THE STATE AND*FEDERAL ‘COURTS 


Will Have « Disagreement Concerning the 
Right to Try the Prisoners—The 
Alleged ‘Bargain in Canada.- 


| ROSS AND WHITE. _ 


RA.LeEtGH, N. O:, April 16.—[Special.]—There 


is a very remarkable feature, which is just de- 
veloping, im the case of Cross and White, the 
president and’ cashier ‘of the State National 
bank. who wore brought hereffom Canada. It 
is acontest as to the righto try the thieves and 
forgers, the contestants being United States 
District Attorney Bisbee and Solicitor Argo, 
of the state superior coutt. There were three 
charges of forgery agaitist Cross and Wiite, 
and the grand jury of Wake superior court 
found three true bills. 

Busbee went to Canada with an authcriza- 
tion from Governor Scales to represent the 
state, Chief of Policé Heartt, of Raleigh, being 
made extrad tion agent. Busbee agreed that 
if Cross and White returned here, and ¢has 
save the delay and worry of the formal extra- 
dition proceedings, he would not prosecute 
them for any offenses against the national 
bank laws buat only on these three bills for 
forgery already found against them in Wake 
superior eourt. Crossand White thereupon 
came here, Busbee claims that they came 
just as if extradited, and that his authority to 
makesuch an agreement was ample, both 
from the state and that the agreement is by 
reason of these facts binding. 

Solicitor Argd, on the other hand, says that 
he does not intend to pay .the slightest atten- 
tion tothe agreement which, he insists, ts of 
no force or effect. Hesays that Busbee's au- 
thority to extradite criminals cannot be 
given him by the governor, because no gov- 
ernor has any such right save ~by 
and with the consent of the 
congress of the United States. He pretends 
further that the prisoners were not extradited, 
but regniarly surrendered by the dropping of 
their cases in the Canadian courts, and that 
there is no Canadian document showing that 
they return under any such agrement. The 
only document is a witten agreement signed 
by Busbee, Cross and White and Biglow, of 
Toronto, the counsel of the prisoners. Argo 
says he will utterly disregard the agreement, 
and try the men here for all their offenses. 

Many other forgeries besides the three 
named have been committed, and there are 
other offenses, such as theft, embezzlement, 
of which they were guilty: In a card 
tomorrow, Busbee will still further 
strengthen his position which, of course; 
has the indorsement of the governor. The 
matter is exciting a grear dealof talk. The 
general opinion is that Busbee has 
the better of the arguments, and 
that the agreement is binding. Some eminent 
lawyers. however, argue that Cross and White 
should have been réguiarly extradited, and 
then brought here tobe tried on the three 
charges. and any others. which might be 
brought against them, Cross and White, 
their friends say, claim that they cannot be 
convicted of forgery in the three cases named 
on the ground that they did not utter the 
forged notes, but used them to deceive the 
bank examiners by showing them.as assets, It 
is learmed that they will further. 
claim: that. the bank officials had before this 
done the same thing. Thepelaim the

SHUT OUT FROM WORK.

The Fight of the Breweries 
Unions. 

New York, April 16.—The brewery lock- 
out has begun, and more than 5,000 brewers, 
brewery wagon drivers, malsters, helpers, 
wagon makers, coopers, painters and 
apprentices in this city, Brooklyn, Jersey 
City, Newark, Paterson and Staten Island are 
out of work. The financial week of the work- 
men ended today. According to the instruc- 
tions of their unions, every brewer in every 
one of the above named cities returned to 
work as usual this morning, and there were 
few outward indications that the greatest 
lock-out that has ever taken place in this section 
would occurin a few hours. It was noticea- 
bie, however, that for the most 
part the men were better clothed 
than usual, having gone to work prepared to 
be locked ogt, and spend the afternoon as a 
half holiday. There was no demonstration, 
and the men were quiet and peaceable. Just 
before noon the proprietors of each brewery 
called theirmen together and they were in- 
structed that, owing to a resolution that the 
national brewer’s association had seen fit to 
adopt, their services would no longer-be re- 
quired. They were informed that the brewery 

ple had considered the difficulty and unan- 
imously decided to be their own bosses, and 
would not, and never will, hereafter submit to 
anything of a dictatorial nature from their 
men. ‘The bosses considered that the contract 
which the a, brewers’ union de- 
manded of tde emp oyers tosign,;was decidedly 
of this nature, and cousequently had refused 
to sign it. 

The men were further instructed that should 
they feei disposed to submit their names. for 
employment as individhals; and: are willing to 
disconnect theirselvesfrom their union and 
recognize their employers-as:theit only bosses ; 
the proprietors would employ.them again, giv 
ing them the same pay the same number 
emuploy. them. under the

RACING WHEELMEN. 


The Atlanta Club’s Meet Aus- 
piciously Opened. 


A DAY OF RARE. ENJOYMENT. 


— 


Excellent Racing by Amateurs at Piedmont 
Park—Weibens and Chalfant Winners 
of Principal Events—Teday's Races, 


It was bicycle day in Atlanta yesterday. 

The wheelmen of Georgia were out in force. 
It was the first real race ineet ever held in 
the state, and marks an era in bicycling in the 
south. 

Karly in the day riders could be. seen flying 
about the city prenaring for the parade and 
the races to follow. A+1:45 a linewas formed 
in front of the Markham, whieia, is headquar- 
ters for visiting wheelmen, and hexaed by the 
Atlanta Riftes’ band, the parade to the Frounds 
was begun. 

At the grounds a good many people had a- 
ready asseinbied, and each sfreet car brought 
additions. The crowd was not as large 
as it should have been, but 

THE RACING WAS EXCELLENT, 
and everykody spent a thoroughly enjoyable 
afternoon. 


There was some little delay at the start, and’ 


it was half-past 3 o’clock when the first race— 
one-half mile, open—was called. 

The starters in this were Homer Reed, 
Henry Goldsmith, Lon Powers, Ed Durant, 
and Ned Chalfant, of Atlanta, and Pred Wei- 
bens, of Hartwell. The memare all closely 
matched, and it seemed a toss up between 
Weibens, Reed, Chalfant and Durant. Bach 
had their friends, whowere sure he would win. 

After the five contestants had taken their 
positions at the starting line, Miss Carrie 
Crane, who acted as sponsor for the Atlanta 
club, dropped a handkerehief as a signal to 
tant The boys were off and the racing was 

egun. 

t was a pretty contest—a spurt from start 
to finish. - On the turn Chalfant spurted ahead 
and took the lead. Reed was right behind 
him, and Weibens soon moved up. From the 
half mile pole tothe finish it was a most ex- 
Citing race between these three. Chalfant 
maintained his load until within about twenty 
yards of the finish, when his wheel struck a 
soft place in the track and he took a terrible 
header. Reed and Weibens rushed ahead, 
and at the wire it looked very much 
like a dead heat. The judges decided that 
Weibens had a few inches the best of it, with 
Reed second, Goldsmith third, Powers fourth 
and Durant fifth. Time 1:27}. 

Chalfant’s fail was a terribly hard one and it 
looked for a time as if he had been badly hurt, 
but he came up smiling and showed his racing 
ability later on. He would have won this first 
race had it not been for his fall. 

ONE?MILE, OPEN. 

There were six starters in this race, Steyen- 
son and Weibens, of Hartwell; Reed, Durant, 
Powers and Goldsmith. It was another 
pretty race. Goldsmith set the pace. 
On the back stretch the riders were 
well bunched, Goldsmith, Powers and Durant 
leading. The same order was maintained un- 
til the half mile, but as soon as the turn was 
reached Weibens forged ahead. Onthe back 
stretch he had aleng lead and the race was 
easily his. Here Durant and Powers collided, 
and there was a general spill, but the only 
bonés broken were those of the machines. 
Weibens won in 3:05, Reed second, Stevenson 
third and Goldsmith fourth. 

TWO MILE, STATE CHAMPIONSHIP, 

Weibens bad everything his own way in the 
two mile race for state championship,ulthough 
the race was a pretty one. There were five 
starters—Keed, Weibens, Goldsmith, Durant 
and Stevenson. Goldsmith, Durant and 
Weibens led, with Keed close np. The posi- 
tions were not materially changed until on the 
first turn of the third half mile, when Steven- 
son spurted and got a long head. Reed and 
Weibens went right after him. It was not 
long before Weibens passed Stevenson, taking 
a big lead. Weibens won easily. By a mis- 
take in this record the men went two miles 
and a half instead of two miles, but this did 
not change the result. The time was 9:15. 
Stevenson was second, Goldsmith third, Du- 
rant fourth and Reed fifth. 

THE ONE MILE HANDICAP 
brought out a big field of riders. The starters 
were Weibens, Stevenson, Powers, Grady, 
Harry Durant, Williams, Bossell and Cockley. 
This was another victory for Weibens who 
won easily in 3:04}. Stevenson was second, 
Powers third, Grady fourth. Williams fifth. 
The others dropped out at different stages of 
the race. The contest betweon Grady and 
Williams wasthe prettiest part of the race, 
and it was only by excellent riding that the 
former wou his position. 
A NOVEL FEATURE 
was introduced here—a contest between a 
man running and one ridinga bicycle. Alf. 
Prater was the runner and Bob Brantley the 
rider. Prater was to run one mile while Brant- 
ley rode two. ‘It wasan uneven race, for the 
aiventean proved to be with the runner who 
covered his one mile while his opponent cov- 
ered one mile and three-quarters. Prater’s 
time for one mile, 6:40; Brantley’s for two 
miles, 7:40. 
THE FIVE-MILE CHAMPIONSHIP 
was the prettiest race of the day. There were 
four starters, Reed, Weibens, Goldsmith, and 
Chalfant. It was generally believed that the 
race would be between Reed and Weibens, 
Chalfant being considered out of the race on 
account of his fall. Butthere is where the At- 
lanta boy fooled them. 

Goldsmith set the pace and for nine laps, 
the others following closely. Chalfant was 
second, Reed thifd and Weibens fourth. In 
this way they passed under the Wire «at the 
ninth lap—eight and a half miles. Right here 
Chalfant darted tothe front, and before his 
opponents could see what he was doing he had 
secured a long lead. On he went at a killing 
pace, but it was one he could keep up and he 
was never headed.

Whitficld has just struggled with a grand 
jury of large preportions. Under an exemption 
of taxes for a given number of years, the 
Crown cotton mills were built in Dalton, and 
large amounts of capital from abroad were in- 
vested. Now that the strangers’ money is so 
salted down that it cannot be taken away, the 
grand jury urges that the exempted taxes be 
collected. The Argus criticises this. action 
severely, and says: 

The time is not distant when the Crown cotton 
mills will add $200,000 to our taxable property, but 
for the wisdom of a few years’ liberality might 
never have been. While these growlers are making 
mouths over the few cents that may attach to others 
by virtue of ruch exemption, the Maniey Manu 
facturing comrany is now unloading machinery 
into its new and imposing building, whereby two 
hundred men are to be employei—the result of 
twenty Dalton men giving outright $100 each, to 
secure its location here.

FALSE IMPRISONMENT. 


Manager Arrested in Sa- 
vannah. 
SAVANNAH, Ga., April 16.—{Special.]--A. 

Burton Chadwick, better known as Charles 
Burton, the former manager of Kate Claxton 
and other stage celebrities, spent today in con- 
sultation with a lawyer overa suit which he 
proposes to bring against the city. He is not 
in the theatrical business this year. He has 
been in Savannah since Thursday. Yesterday 
evening while standing outside the Marshall 
house he was arrested for the swindler Burton 
who skipped out of Augusta Friday. When he 
was taken to the police barracks Burton was 
searched and locked up , despite his protesta- 
tions of innocence. Burton said to an inter- 
viewer today: 

“Thad $400 on my person, and when they 
gave me the receipt I asked the chief of police 
to use the money to telegraph to Augusta to 
get at the bottom of the matter and have 
me liberated, as I was innocent of any such 
charge, and they had arrested the wrong man. 
He appeared to be very confident that they 
couldn’t do such a thing as make a mistake. 
Such a thing was impossible, and he informed 
me that they were satisfied that they had the 
right man. When I asked the nature of the 
charge, so that I could prove an _ alibi, 
he said: “Oh, I guess you know 
all about it.’’ Instructions were given when I 
was locked up, as I was informed by an officer, 
that no one was to be allowed to see me, and 
when Mr. George Hodges, the manager of the 
Marshall house, came up, they would not ad- 
mit him. If I had been allowed to send: out 
for my friends I could easily have proved that 
they had made an egregrious error.gI presume 
they had concluded they would give me a taste 
of prison life whether it was right or not. 
When my supper was sent over from the Mar- 
shall house I had to eat 1t by the light of a pine 
knot.”’ 

This morning Mr. Chambers arrived from 
Augusta. He authorized the dispatch upon 
which Mr. Burton was arrested. He went to 
the barracks, and at 8:30 had the prisoner re- 
leased. Mr. Chambers, when seen at the Mar- 
shall house, stated that he was extremely sore 
ry that the officials had made such a bad blun- 
der. Burton does not answer the description 
given by telegraph at all. When Acting Chicf 
Lieutenant Green was seen at the barracks, he 
preserved his usual taciturnity. What little 
he said was directly to the point. “When I 
received the dispatch I telegraphed to the 
chief of police of Augusta, and he, responding, 
said, ‘Arrest Burton for stealing.’ I com- 
missioned a sergeant and he made the arrest. 
The man in my opinion answers the descrip- 
tion, except as to the mustache, and that 
might easily have been overlooked in sending 
a dispatch.”’

In an interview tonight, 
Hon. D. B. Sandford said: “As ordinary of 
the county, it becomes my duty to purge the 
ballot box of all illegal votes. This I shall do,”’ 

The official returus have not been handed in 
yet. Thescene atthe polls in the city today 
was one long to be remembered in this city. 
Judge Ramsgey’s office, just opposite the polls, 
was turned intoa regular singing school, and 
from early morn until the polls closed the 
sweet strains of sacred music caused many 
antis to falter before voting and adopt the 
ticket sanctioned by those Christian ladies. 
The ladies worked nobly throughout the day. 
The election, though close and exciting, was 
conducted in the utmost good humor by both 
sides.

When there was a proposition to erect a 
monument to the memory of General Grant, 
certain persons claiming to represent the 
people of New York sallied forth and 
elaimed for that city the honor of erecting 
the memorial stone. } 

This wasa good while ago, and the re- 
suit of it all has been that the New York 
Star, a democratic paper, has been com- 
pelled to take the matter in hand, Ithas 
been some time since the Star took the mat- 
ter in hand, and it has been receiving sub- 
scriptions in driblets. The Star, in fine, 
has collected more coppers in New York 
city than dollars, and the project may be 
gaid to be a flat failure. There is not even 
the nucleus for a Grant monument fund, 
and the conclusion is that even the million- 
gires of New York are picayunish. 

Asa result, the promoters of the fund have 
been compelled to ask the people to buy a 
pen called the ‘‘Grant monument pen.”’ 
This penis to be peddled not only in New 
York but throughout the country, and the 
success of the monumeut depends on the 
sale of this pen.

This view was not inspired by any hatred 
of the Americans; it was simply because 
England was in his eyes perfection. We 
ought not to quarrel with such a spirit, and

greatest scholars, poets and critics of his | 


time, will cause his opinions to be consid- 
erately discussed, although we may regard 
them as based upon imperfect data and 
false assumptions. 

One of the brightest lights of English 
literature has suddenly been extinguished, 
and the sad event will be as sincerely de- 
plored in America as it will be in England.

Sunday Legislation. 

Sometime ago the Rev. Dr. A. H. Lewis’s 
“History of Sunday Legislation” was brief- 
ly mentioned in these columns. Upon ex- 
amination the book appears to deserve a 
more extended notice. 

Dr. Lewis is an advocate of Sunday laws, 
but his history and his conclusions will 
strike some of his friends with dismay. He 
informs us that the first Sunday law was in 
an edict of the Emperor Constantine, in the 
year 521, commanding ‘‘all judges, all city 
people, and all tradesmen to rest upon the 
venerable day of the sun,’’ but the country 
people are urged to aitend to the culture of 
their fields. Inthe year 386, for the first 
time, Sunday was mentioned in a law as 
**the Lord’s day.’’ In 392 the games of the 
circus were prohibited on ‘‘the festive days 
of the sun.”’ ‘Thus, says the author: ‘All 
Sunday legislation is the product of pagan 
Rome. The Saxon laws were the product 
of the middle age legislation of the ‘Holy 
Roman Emrire.’’ The English laws are 
an expression of the Saxon; and the Amer- 
ican laws are a transcript of the English.’ 

At theend of the seventh century the 
first Saxon laws were passed, and the time 
of rest enjoined was from ‘‘sunset on Sunday 
eve till sunset on Mondayeve.’’ About the 
year 960 this was extended from Saturday 
noon till the dawn of Monday. In the time 
of Edward III it was ordered that the Lord’s 
day begin with vespers of Saturday. All 
this time Saturday was known as the Sab- 
bath, and it was not until Puritan times 
that the transfer of the Sabbath to Sunday 
was claimed. Dr. Lewis says: . 

In the year 1618, James I. issued his famous 
*“Book of Sports,’’ setting forth the diversions which 
that learned monarch considered suitable for his 
people on Sunday, after church;and this was re- 
published, in 1633, Ly his son Charles, to counter- 
act the growing Puritan tendency. It did not have 
the desired effect; and the Puritan Sunday Jegisla- 
tion, upon which our New England -colonies mod- 
eled theirs, was stricter than ‘anything ever pro- 
mit isa Sosa hush that in 1424, a Scottish 
Joined that ‘all men a Simetinn cache ene 
ers, from they be twelve yearsof age, and that in 
each ten pound’s worth of land there be made bow 
ee ane especially near to parish churches, 
: upon holy days nen may come, and at the

For it was in Scotland that the Sabbatic Sunday 
was developed, Sunday being called “the Sab- 
bath day’’ in a Scotish law of 1579. : 
With this general outline of the history 
of Sunday legislation it will be seen that

Mr. George W. Cable is incurable. Be- 
fore he left the south he showed symptoms 
of crankism, and his residence in Massa- 
chusetts has intensified them. | 

The other night in Boston Mr. Cable ad- 
dressed a large audiénce, taking for is 
text the question: ‘What shall the black 
man do?”? The speaker took the position 
that the southern negroes are deprived of 
their rights, and that their votes are not 
counted. The remedy he suggestsis organ- 
ization for self-protection, He advised the 
negroes to come together in a solid mass 
and vote with the party most likely to give 
them their rights. 

Mr. Cable’s advice would turn every 
negro intoa politician, and would make 
him look to legislation to improve his con- 
dition. No greater mistake could be made. 
There is but.one sensible answer to the ques- 
tion: ‘‘What shall the black man do?” 
And, {t isan answer just as applicable to 
the white man as itis to the black man. It 
is simply this: ‘‘Go tv work and be self- 
supporting!” 

This is the yreat remedy for most of the 
alleged evils with which society is afllicted, 
If a man is low inthe social scale, and of 
little account in politics, let him goto work, 
accumniate property and do his level best 
to make: himself a useful! member of the 
community. If he will fight it out on this 
line long enough he will find himself re- 
spected and well treated. Dutif he shirks 
work, spends his time spouting in a ‘‘soci- 
ty,’’ and waits for the government to make 
him a solid, well-to-do citizen, he will end 
just where he started, as a mere Cipher in 
the sum total of his community. 

Mr. Cable ought to be aware of the fact 
that his success and the esteem in which he 
is held in his adopted state are entirely due 
to his habit of putting in his best work in 
his chosen profession. Now, what is good 
for Mr. Cable is good for the humblest 
black man in the south. Honest, persistent 
work keeps aman moral, makes him com- 
fortable and independent, and wins for him 
the respect of his fellow-men and all the 
rights and privileges that he can reasona- 
bly desire to enjoy. If Mr. Cable really de- 
siresto help the negroes, let him talk to 
them on this line, for it is altogether right, 
whereas the one he is now on is altogether 
wrong. But, as we said before, it isto be 
feared that Mr. Cable will not listen toa 
sensible suggestion-in this matter. His 
case appears to be hopeless.

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JOHN H. INMAN 


Elected President of the Ter- 
minal Company. 


The Rice-Libbey Party Balked in Their At- 
tack Upon the Terminal Administra- 
tion—Mr. Inman Talks. 


New York, April 16.—[Special.]—The 
Richmond Terminal directors met at noon to- 
day and by a unanimous vote elected John H. 
Inman president. This news flew like wind 
through Wall street, and the effect was all 
that Mr. Inman and his friends could have 
desired. It was universally acknowledged 
that his election was the best thing that could 
have happened for the welfare of the Termi- 
nal company and the improvement of its se- 
curities. Mr. Inman himself was the only 
absentee when the directors met. As soon as 
he was elected, a committee was appointed 
to notify him. In response to the notice he 
went at once to the company’s office, where 
the board was in session, and after formal 
acceptance of the honor which had been done 
him, took the presidential chair and presided 
during the remainder of the meeting. 

The directors also ordered that a meeting of 
sockholders be held at Richmond, Va., on May 
Sist, when Mr. Inman and the present board 
of directors will stand for re-election by the 
stockholders in opposition to any ticket that 
may be offered by the Rice-Libbey party at that 
The trading in both common and pre- 
ferred Terminal stock has been very heavy on 
the stock exchange today, and after the an- 
nouncement of Mr. Inman’s election to the pres- 
idency,the common stock advanced a full point 
and the preferred jumped up over three points. 
This is considered substantial evidence of 
Wall street’s indorsement of Mr. Inman’s 
election. It is pronounced on all sides an ad- 
mirable piece of generalship on the partof the 
present administration, and is said in no whis- 
per, that it will result in the overwhelming de- 
feat of the Rice-Libbey party. 

Their chances of success are certainly not as 
promising. Some say that H. B. Hollins has 
proven the Jonah to Mr. Rice and his other 
associates. He is not popular in the street, 
and is apt to prove a dead weight to any deal 
with which he is prominently identified. The 
action of the eTrminal directors today binds 
the present administration unanimously tc- 
gether, and makes the battle from now on im- 
possible to compromise. For the Rice party 
to win they will be obliged to make a clean 
sweep of the powers that be, without a single 
exception. The fight is by no means over, but 
givesevery sign tonight of increasing bitterness, 
until one side or the other is crushed in defeat 
at the election on May 31st. 

Calvin S. Brice is credited with the genius 
which shaped the events of today. 

He said to your correspondent tonight: 
“The election of John H. Inman to 
the presidency of the Terminal company ts the 
best guarantee which the stockholders could 
have of a faithful guardianship of their inter- 
est under the administration of a man as 
strong, able and conservative as he is known 

.to be. The Terminal company can easily tloat 
six millions of dollars worth of its treasury 
securities at good prices, andthus be enabled 
to practically pay off its entire bonded debt 
without losing control of a single railroad 
property now embraced in its vast system. 
This policy, no doubt, will be inaugurated by 
Mr. Inman, and its immense advantages, to- 
gether with the wide confidence which he will 
inspire in the property, will in my opinion, 
make in the near future the normal price of 
Terminal stock over $40 a share.’’ Mr. Birce 
further said: ‘‘The recent declaration of the 
Ikice. Libbey party, made in the guise of 
an effort to harmonize matters, but which pro- 
vides for their gaining control of theTerminal, 
evidenced so clearly their ulterior object and 
intentions, that it was impossible for the pres- 
ent board to treat with them at all with ref- 
erence to any sort of compromise.

I have 
accepted, and in that act itself is my pledge to 
faithfully discharge as best I can all the re- 
sponsible duties which attach to the office, and 
to promote, as far as possible, the vast and 
varied interests of the property.

A WHITE LADY ASSAULTED 
Near the Terra Cotta Works by an Unknown 
Negro 


Yesterday forenoon, between 11 and 12 
o’clock, a criminal assault was made upon a 
white lady by a negro whose name isnot known 
to the police. 

Within afew minutes after the assault was 
made a telephone message reached police 
headquarters, aud Call Officer Joe Green made 
his way at once to the home of the lady’s 
mother, at which place the lady was known 
to 


Dismounting at the gate of 226 Hill street, 
the cottage next door to Colone) L. P. Grant's, 
the policeman was met by an excited group of 
ladies and children. 

“I’m so glad you have come,”’ said the lady 
excitedly. She was holding her baby in her 
arms, and standing around her were her sis- 
ters and her mother. 

‘Well, tell me about it.”’ 

“Il was coming over 
see my mother,” said she. 
“T live on the other side of the branch, and

I had my baby 
with me,and was coming across the field 
whén I met this negro.” 

‘Do you know his name ?”’ 

“No, but he is a y6ung negro, nearly black, 
and wears a small black felt hat, and bila 
clothes. I should say that he was nofmoere 
than twenty-five years old. I don’t think 1 
ever saw him before. He came straight towards 
me and was looking at me. I tried 
to pass him, but he stepped in front of me and 
tried to catch hold of me. I began screaming, 
and tried to get away, but I had my baby and 
couldn’t run. Iscreamed as loud as I could, 
and a negro man heard me and ran towaris us. 

‘“* *You better letthat white lady alone,’ he 
said. ‘You’re fixing to get in the peniten- 
tiary.’ 

‘The other negro started off,and I said, ‘I’m 
going to geta gun and shoot you, you black 
rascal.’ 

‘He said, ‘I-can shoot some myself.’ He 
took out a pistol, and pointing it at 


the darky that had run up, he said, ‘Now,,. 


you get out of here.’ 

“‘T walked towards the house here as fast as 
I could, and the negro with the pistol started 
down the path and then broke off to the left 
through the woods, going towards Grant’s 
park. The negro that had ran up started 
towards town.’ 

The patrolman s°.0n raised a number of 
men, white and black, and started towards the 
park, going through the woods. The hounds 
were carried out, but so many persons 
had crossed and recrossed the 
tield that they could do 
good, The negroesin the crowd seemed as 
anxidus as the white men to find fthe negro 
who committed the assault. The woods were 
scoured, but no trace was found, the last heard 
of the negro being toid by a little negro girl. 

‘I saw ima slippin’ through the woods like 
he was going to the park, with a pistol in his 
hand.”’ 

The description given by her was exactly 
that given by the lady. After reaching the 
pan the party turned and scoured the woods 
yetween the park and the cemetery, 
but could find no trace of 
the negro. Another tramp through the woods 
back towards Colonel Grant’s was equally 
fruitiess. Nobody in that neighborhood seems 
to know the negro, and until late last night 
nothing more was heard of him. 

The lady’s mother said: “The woods be- 
tween Colonel Grant’s and the terra cotta 
works are nearly always filled with tritling ne- 
groes. They mect out there in the afternoon 
and play cards. They are insolent and all 
that, but I never heard.of anything like this 
before. It may not be one of that crowd 
though, for nobody seems to Know anything 
about him.” 

There is a great deal of feeling about the 
matter. and several negroes were heard to say 
that they would help lynch the negro if he was 
caught. As only a few persons saw the negro, 
and the description given was very meagre, it 
will be a difficult matter to find him.

“I am here to arrange for the return home 
of my wife and children from their Winter’s 
sojourn in Washington City; the other object 
you already understand.”’ 


party in Georgia?” 

“The prohibition party has been organized 
in Georgia since 1884 and that organization 
exists to this day. Colonel J. F. Hobbs, of 
Albany, is the chairman of the state executive 
committee while Dr. J. O. Perkins, of At. 
lanta, is the present secretary and ex-officio 
chairman of the same. I come only to cou 
operate with the party in securing a revival of 
its alignment and the activity of its members 
in the coming campaign.” 

_ “Do you think the third party is necessary 
’ in the present state of temperance sentiment 
in Georgia ?’’ 

“Wherever there is an effort at prohibition 
of the liquor evils there ls an inevitable ne= 
cessity for the prohibition party.” 

‘*How do you make that out?” 

‘Because the natural logic of politics and the 
experiences of the past and present, all con- 
spire to demonstrate this truth. No great and 
abiding principle of government ever has @ 
fair chance of practical embodiment in the con- 
stitution and laws of the cowfntry, without a 
zealous and uncompromising party fealty to 
press and defend it. Non-partisan action has 
seldom ever vindicated a principle or carried a 
national issue to vietory—I might say, hag 
never done so,except by the processes of actual, 
forceful revolution. Plain history demon- 
strates this beyond the need for argument.”’ 

“If prohibition is desirable ought not it te 
be made a popular and non-partisan issue?” 

‘“‘Never! The present weakness and disree 
pute of prohibition wherever in the country it 
is prevailing by legislation, are the legitimate 
results of this very error of the non-partisan 
policy.”’ 

‘How so?” 

‘*Because, for instance, in Rhode Island the 
non-partisan prohibitionists of both the old 
parties are unitedly strong enough to adopt 
prohibition, but the republican party is the 
majority party, controls the execution of the 
law, is in league withthe potent liquor inter. 
est and thus nullifies prohibition, reckkss of 
the protests of the non-partisan prohibitionists 
of both parties.”’ 

‘‘But here in Georgia, where the democrati¢ 
party is both in favor of prohibition and of the 
enforcement of the law, isn’t it wisest not to 
disturb the situation ?” 

“When the democratic party in Georgia 
shail have commited itself openly and honestly 
to those things it will be time enough to ane 
swer that question.”’ 

“But isn’t that the fact with reference to 
temperance legislation in Georgia?”’ 

‘‘Not distinctively. Up to this time tempers 
ance legislation in Georgia has beem 
along non-partisan lines exclusively. 
It has been entirely according to the principle 
of lecal option. Local option is valuable ag 
far as it gpes, but it stops far short of being a 
remedy, 7 As has been fairly said of it, ‘it is 
entirely too local and too. optional.’ That 
fact ought to be painfully apparent in Georgia, 
and more emphatically here in Atlanta. In 
fact local option has exhausted its availability 
as a prohibition measure, so called in Georgia, 
and it is high time the overwhelming prohibi- 
tion sentiment inthe state should come to an 
understanding with the powers that be in 
Georgia and obtain the permanent esiablishe 
mentof this principle.” 

‘‘How do you propose to bring that about?” 

‘‘T will let yon Know plainly when I speak 
upon the subject tomorrow evening.” 

‘One word more, if you please. Do Iun- 
derstand that you mean to organize a came 
paign antagonistic to the democratic party?” 

“You may understand that I come very 
much in the same purpose with which St. 
Paul went to Ephesus—to dispute and per- 
suade concerning the principles of right 
eousness. 

“Have you read what J. G. Thrower and 
others have to say about your movement?” 

‘Of course.” 

‘What have you to say about them?” 

“Nothing; when Mr. Thrower understands 
what he is talking about he will probably have 
somethiug to say.’’ 

“But, how about your calling your conven- 
tion for April 24, thus cutting in, as they say, 
one day ahead o the Sjate temperance alli- 
ance convention, on the 25th? How did that 
happen!’’ 

“Tt was done purposely that our convention 
might be held al:ead of their meeting. We did 
that for the benefit of all parties concerned— 
quite as much for the accommodation ¢ f the 
state temperance alliance as for our own Inter- 
ests.”’ 

‘How is that?” 

“We thought they would be help¢ d in thei? 
action by knowing in advance the sentiments, 
purposes and determinations of the prohibition 
party men of the state. We’ believe it wise 
and right to give them the benefit of 
our deliberations and decisions before they 
formulate their plans and policy. Lesides, 
they cannot hereafter charge us with factional 
opposition to anything they may do, and claim 
that if we had made known our views In ad- 
yance they possibly might have been accome 
modated by the action of their convention. 
As it is, I do not apprehend there w ill be any 
serious difference between the actions of the 
two conventions, except, possibly, on the mate 
ter of party affiliations.”’ 

‘* Anything else?” 

“Yes; one remark only. The effort to char 
acterize this movement as an under-ground re- 
publican scheme against the democratic party 
is the silliest of mendacity. How did the 
newspaper correspondents manage to reste 
rect Professor Ware, of the Atlanta universie 
ty, and make him an active factor in this afe 
fair? He has been dead,I think, for three 
years or more. By the way, Colone! Buck is @ 
signer of the state temperance alliance call. 
Might I askif that movement, also, is a ree 
publican scheme to disorganize the great and 
good democratic party? But we will discuss 
these matters more to the point at another 
time and in a fairer way.”

Mr. Howell claimed that not only was the 
city interested, but the whole country was con- 
cerned. In large cities like Atlanta business 
is 80 diversified that it reaches out into all ter- 
ritory covered by its commercial relations, and 
hundreds of people in all this territory are 
property holders in Atlanta, and have a mon- 
eyed right in knowing what is goingon. The 
paper, then, that has the 1 st subscription 
which covers the medium between city and 
country, which can reasonably be expected to 
warn the property holder in the countrv as 
well asin the city, is the newspaper to which 
the public printing should be given.’’ He 
therefore moved to amend by giving it to the 
paper with the largest circulation. 

Mr. Collier held that it should go to the 
aper which circulated among those who were 
mimediately interested. 

Mr. Woodward said that for thirty years he 


had been a printer and knew a good deal about 


city papers. In most cities afternoon papers 
are the mediums of advertising. THr Con- 
STITUTION, the Capitol and the Journal all 
claim the largest circulation. Then let them 
show up. 

The Mayor: “Would not the marsha) 
have trouble ih finding out the ciroulation?

At this point a smile crept over the assem- 


iy. 

Mr. Woodward, whose smile faded into 
seriousness, said: ‘‘I presume all are men of 
honor and they would not stuff the box.’’

It 
is in control of the marshal. 

Here the* debate became mixed as to wheth- 
er the city had any control of the marshal’s 
advertising, which was concluded by City At- 
torney Goodwin giving the information that 
the state law provides that when advertising 
is given toa paper outside the county it shall 
be given to that paper having the largest circu- 
lation inthe county. When there are papers 
published in the county the sheriff uses his 
own discretion.. On the question of the law in 
the city there is no requirement whatever. 

Mr, Amorous moved that as all the papers 
were tip top, the advertising be given to the 
lowest bidder. 

Atethis point it became evident that the 
council was geting into‘ deep water, where- 
upon Mr. Boutelle moved that the matter be 
laid upon the table, which the council agreed 
to, with a sigh of relief. 

LICENSES FOR PIEDMONT PARK. 

The following was read: 

Be it ordained by the mayor and general council, 
That from and after this date the police committee 
of this council shall have power to grant or refuse 
licenses to retail liquors and beer at the Piedmont 

ark during any public occasion, such as races, fairs, 
ubilees and expositions, to such party or parties as 
may be recommended by the Gentlemen’s Drivin 
club or the Piedmont Exposition company; the ¢os 
or such license not to be less that $25 per day and 
clerk’s fees; said license to be subject to such regula- 
tions as are in the discretion of the police committee 
and subject to all penalties as are provided by the 
laws Of this state. 

This caused a short debate, and was finally 
referred to the police committee and the city 
attorney. After a short consideration, Col- 
onel Goodwin presented a substitute covering 
the points of the above ordinance. It provides 
for a license of ten dollars a day, and tixes the 
hours for the selling of liquors in the Piedmont 
grounds from seven in the morning until 
seven in the afternoon. In its amended form 
it was passed without opposition. ~ 

MISCELLANEOUS MATTERS, 

Various reports were submitted and adopted 
without discussion. 

A resolution was adopted that no more 
liquor licenses be granted on Decatur street. 

Mr. Hemphill introduced a resolution that a 
committee of three be appointed to investigate 
the advisability of. extending the Boulevard 
across the Georgia railroad so as to connect 
with Grant park. This was adopted, and the 
mayor appointed Messrs. Henrphill, Nelson 
and Woodward. 

The council accepted an invitation from 
Major Sidney Root to visit Grant park next 
Thursday afternoon at three o'clock. 

Mr. Collier moved that a special committee 
of three be appointed to be known as the com- 
mittee on legislation. This was adopted, and 
the mayor appointed Messrs. Collier, Rice and 
Stephens. 

A mass of unimportant petitions, covering 
almost every subject, came in and went to the 
ga oy oo committees. 

At half past five o’clock the body adjourned. 

Mr. Fisher, the Foundry street saloon man, 
whose difficulties in getting a license will be 
remembered, and which license was revoked 
by a recent conviction in the recorder’s court, 
was before the council asking for relief. Judge 
Anderson made a statement going to show 
that the old man was not so much at fault. 
Whereupon, his privilege to sell was restored, 
and he went clipping down stairs, so as to 
open up for a good afternoon’s business. 

The board of health asked for iegislation 
looking to the better regulation of stock pens 
and other like places. The paper was referred 
to the committee on sanitary affairs. 

The Aldermanic Question. 

Mr. P. J. Moran was asked by the reporter 
about his resolution in regard to the aldermen. 

“The purpose of the resolution,’’ said Mr. 
Moran, ‘‘is to secure legislation requiring that 
the aldermen elected shall be residents of dif- 
ferent wards. Under the present system a 
small but active coterie can secure control of 
all city legislation. There are five members of 
the board of aldermen. Three of these alder- 
men are citizens of the second ward. Three 
is a majority of the board, and can veto every 
appropriation made toward any other portion 
of the city. The second ward has two couucil- 
men, who. with the three aldermen, make five 
representatives upon the floor. The other two 
aldermen are citizens of the sixth ward, thus 
giving that ward four votes in council. 
Five from the second ward and _ four 
from the sixth ward makes nine, a majoity of 
the genera! council. Thus these two wards 
have it in their power to kick the other three 
out, and devote all the appropriations to their 
own constituents. From this you will see 
that it is only just thatthe first, third, fourth 
and fifth wards should be allowed some 
share in shaping the politics of the city and 
some voice in the distribution of money and 

atronage. As the matter has to be acted upon 
i the legislature, the session of which is six 
months off, I introduced the matterfthu;s o rly 
so that it might be thoroughly debated by 
that time.”

WEST END POLITICS. 


Two Tickets Announced for, 


Town Officers. 


A Short Tatk With a Citizen of Our Enter~ 
prising Suburb—The Issues of the Cam- 
paign—RKigid Economy‘vs. City Ideas. 


Yesterday a reporter of Tne ConsTITUTION 
met a. well known citizen of West End, and 
buttonholed him. 

“T hear,” seid the reporter, “that West End 
ishaving some politics of its own. What 


about it?’’ 

‘‘Well, there is not much about it,’”’ was the 
reply. “Owing torcsignations we will elect 
next Friday a mayor and tsvo councilmen.”’ 

‘*‘ Are there two tickets in the field ?’’ 

‘‘T have heard so, but the contest is not a 
heated one. Itis of the friendliest character 
imaginable. Some of us out there believe 
that the town should be managed as a town— 
a town for those who wantto make homes— 
aud not asaeity, and we propose to support 
Mr. Maicolsn Johnston for mayor, and Messrs. 
J. M. Hurfnicutt-and J. F. Daniel for council- 


men.”’ 

‘‘Bat I hearthere is another ticket,’’ said 
the reporter. *‘How about that?’ 

“Well, it isa very good ticket. so far as I 
know, but | know the other ticket and its 
purposes rather better.

Johnston and asked him torun, and assured 
him of his hearty snpport. Mr. Howell is a 


| very influential citizen of West End, and his 


unsolicited support of Mr. Johnston is cer- 
tainly very gratifying to a large number of 
citizens of West End.” 

‘Po you think the Johnston ticket will be 
successful?” 

“Ah, that is a question that must be left to 
the voters, but, with the well known influence 
of Mr. G. A. Howell, I do not see how it can 
be defeated. Itis pledged to reasonable as- 
sessments, to rigid economy, and to everything 
that can commend itself to those who are 
seeking suburban homes.”’
